Will not shorten noise
reduction area. Fire trucks near front or parade in order to leave early. Police Department does not want any
parade gaps by any entries. Vets first, then Town Council (Bernie suggested). Bernie would like total siren
silence. Vassar prefers Highway Avenue silence and sirens on Kennedy, but too difficult to change now. Gazebo
Express will list rules. Judges to be at fire house at 5:30, Timmer will bring them to parade start in fire
trucks. Liz to contact the boys for judging. Parking for bands was discussed. Porta potties at Calvary,
Administration Bldg, Church of Nazarene, Fire Station, Farmers Insurance parking lot (8 instead of 4).

pay us $150 per vehicle per spot (4 spots) on parade route. Erica an. Motion carried.
